Exterminator’s per- 
formance indicates his return to his top form, and 
it likewise serves notice that he will lie hard to 
beat in the Saratoga Cup. to he decided on the 
closing day. He also appears in a fair way to 
attain his $290,000 goal, for he is heavily engaged 
in full stakes. Today's race had a net value 
of $7,200. 

MISS JOY REIGNS SUPREME. 

Montfort Jones’ queenly Miss Joy added another 
laurel to her wreath this afternoon and gave em- 
phasis to her right to tile title of I icing the best 
two-year-old filly of the year by her victory in the 
Spina way Stakes, in which she carried 127 pounds 
and conceded fifteen pounds to the best opponents 
that could lie mustered. They included Harry Payne 
AVhituey’s Calamity Jane. .1. S. Cosdcn’s Roulette. 
J. O. Keene's Jeanne Rowdre. Gifford A. Cochran's 
I’olyiintlia and J. K. L. Ross' Codings. The latter 
dill not figure, for she was left at the post, wheel- 
ing and plunging to the outer rail as the barrier 
was raised. The East was still loath to accept 
Miss Joy's superiority in spite of her striking suc- 
cesses in the Flash and Scliuylerville Stakes during 
the first week of the p resell t meeting and. while 
Miss Joy reigned the favorite, t al unity Jane had 
tile call from the rank and file. The Kentuckians 
and westerners continued their loyality to their own 
and were always confident of the result. 

They had early misgivings, particularly when 
Fntor. on the Whitney filly, was away with a rush 
and Garner had Miss Joy tangled up. not at ait 
in her accustomed fashion.

The Saratoga Steeplechase, over the full course, 
brought out the cream of the steeplechase brigade 
in the country and it resulted in a splendid and 
spectacular contest, the consistent Robert Oliver 
finally triumphing after a hard race over Sweep- 
lueut. which was conceding the winner twenty - 
seven pounds. This <-onces-ion was the final factor 
in the result and it meant no disgrace for the 
Loft representative, as lie had made the pace from 
the start and carried his 107 pounds in grand style, 
outfeuclng tin- others over all the obstacles, but 
lie tired near the end. Robert Oliver had been 
saved in the early racing and been content to 
follow hack for nearly two rounds of the course, 
but when he dill take after tile leaders lie- dis- 
played a flight of speed and a brand of jumping 
that would not be denied. His stablemate Sou- 
matigha. which Mrs. Payne Whitney recently 
bought, lint is still being trained by J. W. Heal.v.

BIG CROWD AT DEVONSHIRE 



Inaugural Day’s Racing Witnessed by 15,000 
People— Main Race to Adonis. 

WINDSOR. Out.. August 27. — Despite the threat- 
ening skies about race time and a slight sprinkling 
of rain late in the afternoon a crowd of almost fif- 
teen thousand turned out to witness the opening 
day’s s|M>rt at Devonshire Park, where the second 
and final meeting of 1921. under the auspices of 
the Western Racing Association, was held. The 
exceedingly fast time recorded during tile after- 
noon testified to tile excellent condition of the 
track. 

Under skillful handling liy jockey C. Lang J. S. 
Ward's Adonis captured the Windsor Handicap, 
which served as the feature of the inaugural pro- 
gram. It was only after a spirited stretch struggle, 
however, that lie succeeded in heading Irish Kiss, 
which appeared all over an easy winner at the 
turn for home. Morris rushed his mount into the 
lend at the far turn, hut probably made iiis move 
a trifle too soon. However, it was a sterling 
performance for the Uncle three -year-old. for he 
reduced the track record for one mile when he 
lowered the colors of the Snniiyla nd Stable’s star 
c ■mpaiguer. 

Two other new records were established when 
J. J. Ilertz’ Fifty Fifty graduated from the maiden 
two-year-old ranks in most decisive manner in the 
second and lowered the five and a half furlong 
mark to 1 :0a%. The Toronto -owned Diana set the 
three-quarters mile record al 1:11% when she an- 
nexed the third race in runaway fashion. There 
is some doubt about the feat credited to the McGee 
filly, as several reputable horsemen made the time 
1:12. claiming that the flag mail was slow in 
dropping the flag.
